court house primarily the Temple Justice, 

the place where the power and majesty the law are 
vindicated, where wrong righted, where life, liberty, and 
property are protected, where greed and oppression are 
rebuked, and where virtue, truth, and righteousness must 
have their habitation, our boasted civilization and repub- 
lican institutions are vain and unsubstantial shadows. 
More and more are coming recognize that our public 
buildings should dignified and imposing structures, that 
their architecture they should typify their uses and pur- 
poses, and that they should teach those who look wpon 
them that there incongruity between beauty and util-

ity. There are sound practical reasons well real 
economy making the public buildings city 
ute markedly the beauty the city, making them 
impress the people with stand for and represent, 
making the city itself more attractive place which 
dwell and transact business. Every architect who 
called upon design court house, one the most im- 
portant buildings any city town which located, 
has offered him rare opportunity, the significance 
which should not underestimate, for service his pro- 
fession, the public, and the community. Nor does 
this mean wastefulness extravagance the use pub- 
lic money, unnecessary and useless additions the tax 
rate. The exterior the court house, and this 
now speaking, need not have columns, domes, and towers 
wealth ornamentation and carving, dignified 
and beautiful. There beauty form, lines and 
proportion, even simplicity, which the highest 
order; but whatever the size the structure should 
all means example good, sound construction. 
Building committees and commissioners not always 
appreciate the significance these considerations, and 
often means the least difficult part the archi- 
tect’s work make them see it. There model court 
house which may serve type for all others. Every 
state and city has its own system courts. Sometimes

ties are prime consideration. The room may one

The proper heating and ventilating the 
court room are scarcely less important than its acoustics. 
The audience court room fluctuates considerably, not 
only from day day, but during the hours the same 
day.

The plans and specifications the court house must 
take into account the fact that all kinds and conditions 
people come the court room, the washed and the un- 
washed, the well and those bearing the seeds disease, 
and should room that sanitary its construction 
and appointments, and that can easily and quickly 
cleaned. The ordinary court room for the trial causes 
the first instance place for plush hangings, carpets, 
and draperies. should sanitary construction 
and the ward modern hospital.
